Washington. D. C.. Nov. 26—[Special.]— 
Probably the most tangible result of the :n- 
gurance investigetion in New York will be

for federal elections throughout the country. 

Within a few days Chairman Cortelyou of 
the republican national] committee will have 
ready a complete list of all contributions 
made through him in the last national cam- 

As a result of the revelations in New 
York the postmaster general, after consul- 
tation with the president, is preparing to 
show up his books, and he probably will go 
on secord as favoring some sort of law or 
@ political custom which will prevent recep- 
tion of political contributions from corpora- 
tions. 

The president will take up the same mat- 
ter in his message, and probably will urge 
guch action by congress as will put a stop 
to the unfairness of soliciting or accepting 
eontributions from corporations without a 
direct vote of all stockholders. 


Remedy Seems Simple. 

All this interest in the movement to purify 
politics has resulted in calling renewed at- 
tention to the bill prepared by Perry Bel- 
mont and submitted to the New York legis- 
lature. Mr. Belmont proposes what is really 
a simple remedy. It is that all expenditure 
in behalf of candidates for office must be 
made through certain well defined agencies, 
and that the treasurer as well as each indi- 
vidual member of the committee in charge 
of the campaign must make a complete state- 
ment as to all disbursements made and in- 
clude in it a list of contributions.

‘any other corporations except those en- 


gaged in interstate commerce is very likely 
to be decided unconstitutional by lawyers 
in congress who vote against it on that 
ground. The same objection will not apply 
to any possible regulation of federal elec- 
tions. The power of congress in this regard 
is practically unlimited, 

This constitutional provision regarding 
contro! of federal elections is a peculiar one. 
It says: 

“ The times, places, and manner of holding 


all elections for senators and representa- 


tives shell be prescribed in each state by 
te legislature thereo?. But the congress 
mayat any time by law make or alter such 
regula tion except as to the place of choosing 
senators.” 


Feasible for Congress to Act. 

Under this peculiar section of the constitu. 
tion the choice of electors is in the first place 
eadistinct function of the state, but the United 
Btates can assume complete control at any 
time it sees fit. It can prescribe the time for 
holding an election, hours of day, methods 
employed, kind of ballots to be used, super- 
vision by inspectors or watchers, and the sys- 
tem of counting and certifying results. So 
far as concerns the electors, who, in turn, 
choose a president and vice president and 
members of congress, it is entirely feasible 
for congress to pass a law prescribing the 
exact methods to be followed in conducting 
the canvass. 

It is not so many years ago that United 
States marshals and special inspectors of 
election were always provided by law. Sub- 
Sequently these officers were removed entire- 
ly, and now the federal government exercises 
ho right of control either over the nomina- 
thon or election of the men who are to con- 
duct its affairs. It seemsto be a good chance 
for the passage of a corrupt practices act 
similar to those which have been passed in 
Various states, but much stronger.

MOVEMENTS OF OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 
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Maimed; Depot Turned 
Into Hospital. 


Lincoln, Mass., Nov. 26.—[Special.]—Bight- 
een persons were killed outright, burned to 
Geath, or suffocated; twenty-five were seri- 
ously injured, and a score of others cut and 
bruised when the Montreal express crashed 
into the end of a local train at Baker’s 
Bridge station, on the Fitchburg division of 
the Boston and Maine this evening. 

The local train left ‘Boston at 7:15 o'clock 
with four cars filled with passengers bound 
for Concord, West Acton, Maynard, Hudéon, 
Marlboro, and smaller towns in the Assabet 
valley.- The Montreal express, comprising 
two locomotives, two milk cars, two baggage 
cars, a mail car, three coaches, and a Pull- 
man sleeper, started at 7:45 o'clock. 


Crashes Into Coaches in Fog. 

The latter is a through train, and, after 
passing Waltham, ordinarily does not stop 
until it reaches Concord, two miles west of 
Baker's Bridge station. 

Owing to heavy traffic the local was be- 
hind time when it reached Baker’s Bridgé. 

The night was unusually dark, and a dense 
mist which came up the Sudbury river op 
scured the signals of the train in front. 

The red fire torch had not been set more 
than a minute before the roar of a heavy 
train around a curve a short distance east 
of the depot was heard. Within a few seco- 
onds the headlight of an onrushing locomo- 
tive showed through the mist, and before @ 
hand could be lifted to warn the passengers 
in the waiting train the two ponderous en- 
gines, traveling at a speed of thirty-five miles 
an hour crashed into it. The impact was ter- 
rific, and instantly there was an indescriba- 
ble scene of death and ruin. 


Three Coaches Wrecked, 

The leading locomotive telescoped the rear 
car of the Marlboro train, and the second, 
engine forced this mass againet the third 
car of the local. and completely wrecked it. 
In these two cars all but two of the fatalities 
occurred and practically all of the injuries.

The collsion destroyed the forward loco- 
motive of the Montreal train, and the en- 
gine following, although considerably dam- 
aged, did not leave the rails. None of the 
cars of the express was thrown from the 
track, and the impact apparently had little 
effect upon those in them. 

Many Passengers Incinerated. 

Fire added to the horrors, famcs a!most 
immediately communicating to the wreckage 
of the passenger coaches, and a number of 
passengers who had been pinned down by 
broken seats were incinerated. Some of 
them, however, had evidently been killed in- 
stantly. The second car of the local train 
remained standing on the rails and was not 
greatly damaged. 

There were thirteen corpses taken from the 
wreck, and three died soon after being re- 
moved. Three of the bodies were headless. 
Two skulls were found at 2a. m., and twenty 
minutes later a man’s head with a full beard 
was picked up. It is difficult to fix the exact 
number of those who perished, but it Is 
thought it will not exceed eighteen. 

Passengers from both trains, rallroad em- 
ployés, and a number of villagers rushed 
to the wrecked cars and assisted many per- 
sons to escape... The flames made it d M:uit 
to reach some who were alive, but who had 
been unable to free themselves from the 
mass. For the time it was necessary to lay 
injured persons side by side with the bodies 
of the dead, until every effort possible had 
been made to rescue other victims. 

Women Nurse the Wounded. 

The working force was small, as Baker's 
Bridge is in a sparsely settled district. Many 
of the uninjured women passengers became 
impromptu nurses and all of the men joined 
in searching the débris for bodies. 

The railroad station and a number of dwell- 
ing houses were turned into temporary hos- 
pitals. A especial train was sent from Boston 
by the Boston and Maine management at 9:35 
o'clock and reached here inside of a half 
nour. The train brought a number of doc- 
tors, while many doctors from Waltham and 
other places in this section were sent to the 
scene in carriages end by other trains. 

Dead Sent to Boston. 

Thirteen of the dead weresent to Boston on 
the speelal train together with fourteen of 
he most seriously Injured, of whom ft was 
feared that three would die within a short 
time. The bodies will be kept in a Boston 
morgue until they are claimed by relatives. 
The majority of thore hurt were women.

Prompt Action Necessary. 

New York, Nov. 26.—[{Special.]—Oscar §S. 
Straus, formerly United States minister to 
Turkey, in an interview emphasized the im- 
portance of prompt action by the powers 
against the sultan. Mr. Straus said: 

“ What emboidens the sultan to hold out 
against the powers for a proper administra- 
tion in Macedonia is not because of the 
strength of Turkey, but the weakness of 
Russia. Russia has been the dominating 
power in Turkey since the Criemean war, 
when English influente declined. The defeat 
of Russia, together with the dreadful mis- 
rule in the czar’s domain, culminating in 
the massacre of Jews, could not fail to have 
a double influence on the sultan, one exter- 
nal and the other internal. Russia has been 
shown not to be that strong power from 
without that always has terroriged the Turk. 
{Instead of being an elcment of strength to 
the powers and forcing the gultan to yield, 
Russia is the chief element of weakness and 
emboldens the sultan to resistance. It is 
important that a peremptory notice be given 
by the powers before the fleets make an- 
other move.”

Nucleus for Insurgent Army. 

The garrison, numbering 25,000 of ali cate- 
gories, would form a respectable nucleus for 
an insurgent army should the unexpected 
happen and a determined leader be forth- 
coming.

Small bo@es of unarmed sailors, however, 
were allowed to enter the city today, and 
they strolled about without being molested. 
The government buildings are guarded by 
troops. 

Mutineers Well Disciplined. 

The mutineers apparently are in a state of 
excellent discipline. They have constructed 
barricades, have placed a guard atthe aque~- 
duct, which supplies the barracks, and have 
thrown out pickets, which take regular turne 
at guard duty. They declared that they had 
risen because their commanders had withheld 
concessions promised by the emperor, and 
that they are ready to hold out until these are 
put into effect. |

DETAILS OF MUTINY. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

SEVASTOPOL, Nov. 25.—Midnight—[De- 
layed.j~The long expected mutiny of sail- 
ors, who have been on the verge of revolt 
for months, has come and Russia’s strong- 
hold on the Black sea is in danger of falling 
completely irto their hands. 

The situation is critical. All the shore 
equipages, numbering 4,000 men, are in 
open rebellion, having driven away or taken 
their officers prisoners. 

The Brest regiment of infantry has gone 
over in a body to the mutineers. Gen. Nep- 
tueff, the commander of the fortress, is a 
captive. The Bielostok regiment, the only 
other rcgiment in the city, received the mu- 
tineers with cheers, but thus far it remains 
loyal. Some of the artillerists also have 
joined the men in revolt. 

Besides the Bielostok regiment there are 
two battalions of artillery and a battalion 
of the tortress artilicry here. 

The Euxine fleet is standing in the offing 
and is still obeying the ers of Vice Ad- 
miral Chouknin, hut the crews are disaffected 
and there is grave doubt whether they can 
be restrained from joining mutineers and 
greater doubt that they will fire upon them.

Horse Wins Over Competitors. 

There are more horses and with a larger 
aggregAte value than ever before, notwith- 
standing, as the secretary says, they were 
first threatened by the bicycle and later by 
the suburban trolley and the automobile. He 
estimates their value at $1,200,000,000, or 
nearly as much as the corn crop, and the 
vaiue of mules at $252,000,000. 

Under the recent amendment to the na- 
tional banking act allowing the establish- 
ment of banks with a capitalization of less 
than $50,0u0, there have been 1,754 such 
banks established in the last year, nearly 
every one of which is located in a rural 
community and the capital furnished by 
farmers. 

‘In the north central states farmers have 
been depositing money in the banks until 
the rate of interest on deposits has fallen 
so low that they have diverted a large pcr- 
tion of their savings to permanent invest- 
ments,”” says the report. “In spite of the 
fact that the banks do not receive and keep 
ali or most of the farmers’ savings, the in- 
crease of bank deposits in agricultural states 
and larger regions is most extraordinary. 

Wealth for “Man with Hoe.” 

“The remarkable increases in bank de- 
posits in agricultural states, as well as 
the increase in the number of smail coun- 
try banks. are directly and indirectly because 
of the profits that have come to the farmers 
from the operation of their farms. The man 
with the hoe has become the man with the 
harvester and the depositor and shareholder 
of the bank. 

“Should there be no relapse from his 
present position as a wealth producer. three 
years hence the farmer will find that the 
farming elemont, about thirty-five per cent 
of the population, has :roduced an amount 
of wealth within ten years equal to one- 
half of the entire national wealth produced 
in three centuries.” *

Strong Words from U. of C. 


Prof. Mathews Calls Game a Boy Killing, 
Man Mutilating, Money Making, Educa- 
tion Prostituting, Gladiatorial Sport. 


Prof. Shailer Mathews, dean of the divinity 
school of the University of Chicago and edi- 
tor of the World Tcoday—The only way to 
reform football is to stop playing it and then 
play another game with the same shaped ball. 

The game as now played !s teaching the 
American people brutality. It is a mistake 
to think that the crowds are interested in the 
plays. They come for excitement, and be- 
cause the newspapers have made football a 
social obsession—a monomania. 

As an institution it Is a boy killing, man 
mutilating, money making, education prosti- 
tuting, gladiatorial sport. It teaches virility 
and courage, of course. But so does war. 

Just what sort of a game should replace it 
I am ready to let the experts decide. But 
of one thing I am sure: the new game should 
not be one that will require the services of a 
physician, the maintenance of a hospital, and 
the celebration of funerals. 


Suspend the University Contests. 

Prof. Albion W. Smia!l, head of ‘he depart- 
ment of sociclogy of the University of Chi- 
cazvo—S) long as there are football games l 
shal! be unlikely to miss one of th:m at Mar- 
shal! field, unless my university cuties crder 
me elsewhere. I make no apologie: for ad- 
miring the game, and I claim no super or 
virtue. Nevertheless, I em conv nce7. first, 
that the game itself ought to be r. formed 
thorough’y, and, second, tha’ it would be bet- 
ter for interuniversity cortests to be sus- 
p nded indefinitely than fcr cert 11 ev Is at 
present inseparable from the contcst to be 
longer tolerated. 


game itself would be, first, give strategy and 
speed more of a show aga‘nst mere weight 
and sirength; and, second, make the game 
much less a contest between ccaches and 
much more a test of the “ headwork “ of the 
individual players. I would not take team 
work out of the game, for nothing worth 
while would be left I want to see more 
team work and. less coach work. | assume 
that these reforms would do al! that is neces- 
sary in eliminating rough play. 

To my mind the present faults of the game 
are much less serious than the evils con- 
nected with athletic rivalry between the uni- 
versities. I do not refer to alleced violi- 
ticn of the code by memb rs of uriversi y 
faculties. I do not blicve it for a moment 
of any faculty, or even of any individual 
member of the faculty of any instituticn of 
which the University of Chicago has athletic 
relations. 

Academic Atmosphere Vitiated. 

But we are maintaining interuniversity 
contests in a vitiated academic atmosphere. 
These_ contests are properly incidents in the 
student life of the players and their immedi- 
ate friends. They have become spectacles 
which attract multitudes that have no other 
interest in academic affairs. They thrust the 
players into newspaper notoriety side by side 
with horse jockeys and prize fighters. They 
have outgrown the ratio of prominence which 
athletic contests should have in academic 
life. The proper reason for the existence of 
the contests is left far out of sight.. The mere 
passion for winning has stimulated a degree 
and kind of interest that reverses academic 
values in the case of many students, and 
seriously confuse them in the case of many 
professors. 

No Longer Sport; a Vocation. 

The game is no longer a spori but a voca- 
tion. It is plied at many kinds of cost not 
consistent with sane ideals of student life. 
This demoralization makes room for profes- 
sionalism in a score of forms which, under 
present conditions, university faculties are 
powerless to prevent. 

If athletic co§tests between universities 
should receive an indeterminate sentence of 
banishment, a purifying of the university at- 
mosphere of the central west might be pos- 
sible. There is material enough for athletics 
in all salutary quantities, in classes. and fra- 
ternities, and schools of the same university. 
It would pay to give both students and pro- 
fessors a few quiet yearg for clarifying their 
spiritual vision. 


Insidious Dangers of Game. 

. Prof. George E. Vincent, dean of the junior 
colleges of the University of Chicago—There 
are undoubtedly evils connected with inter- 
collegiate rugbg football, as at present con- 
ducted. Of these the problem of physical 
injury seems to me the least baffling. A 
more open game with a minimizing of mass 
playe is. I believe, demanded both to make 
the contests more interesting for spectators 
and less hazardous for players. 

But there are other more indirect and in- 
sidious dangers. These are involved in large 
gate receipts not minutely accounted for, 
heavy expenditures for training tabics, out- 
fits, etc., the tremendous pressure for vic- 
tory, the competition for players, the too 
often feeble policies of university officers, 
the lack of publicity as to the academic and 
other status of athletes, the dramatic cor 
centration of attention on the. exploits of a 
few students to the neglect of sports for the 
many, the unfortunate squabblés as to 
eligibility, together with the suspicion and 
ill will which these engender between institu- 
tions—all these ihings, much as they have 
been exaggerated in certain quarters, demand 
thoughtful attention. 

I believe nevertheless that the present sys- 
tem has served to develop and emphasize cer- 
tain qualities which are of the highest value 
to young men. I am sure that there has been 
a gain in true sportsmanship, fair play, and 
good will on the field during the last ten 
years. I should oppose the abolition cf these 
intercollegiate games until every «¢ffort to 
minimize the evils had proved futile. 


Concerted Action Called For. 

Prof. Charles R. Henderson of the sociology 
department and chaplain of the University of 
Chicago—I believe football may be made one 
of the best forms of exercise for strong young 
men, but the evils connected with present 
methods are intolerable and must be abated. 

Some kinds of the game in which a larger 
number can take part, without right to touch 
the ball or to “ slug,”’ may be introduced with 
advantage to health and morality. The spec- 
tacular game fosters gambling and false 
standards of hohor in educational institu- 
tions. They are enormously expensive and 
render no adequate equivalent for the cost. 

Risk to h.e and limb cannot be entirely re- 
moved, but may be brought within reasonable 
lNmits. Concerted action of responsible heads 
of colleges is rightly called for. The sporting 
and gambling class are now too much in con- 
trol. But we must have careful regulation. 
An effeminate game has neither attraction 
nor value for manly students. 

We want not lees football but more fellows 
playing a vigorous but civilized game: fewer 
speculators, more real exercise. 

Prof. Henry Porter Chandler of the Eng- 
lish department of the University of Chicago 
—Two great evils in the present game of 
football are the danger of serious injury and 
the temptation to foul play. If these evils 
are necessary the game should be given up 
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The reforms that I would urge within the | 
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; more open only an expert can tefl.

of brutality in American youth is too high a 
price for any sport. 
_ But I am of the opinion that we should 
make an attempt to remedy the abuses by 
stringent regulations before we abolish a 
game which, by its opportunity for daring, 
brilliancy, and the excitement of contest, 
has found a secure place in the American 
heart. 
Whether the-chances of serious accident 
would be diminishef by making the game 


point ought to be considered carefully. One 
thing is certain, risk would be reduced by 
close supervision of games between high 
schools and young players.

In the execution of this policy schoo:s ougat 
to prohibit and parents ought to forbid their 
sons to play in contests between self-coached 
elevens. : 


Punishment for Foul Play. 

Perhaps the severest indictment which can 
be drawn against football,is the declara- 
tion of President Eliot of Harvard, backed 
up by men who know the’ game, that un- 
fair tactics pay and in a scrimmage are 
difficult to detect. This evil ought to be met 
by the utmost vigilance on the part of the 
officials and by the stern punishment of a 
player’s offenses by his own captain and 
coacn, | 

I should favor a rule by which each cap- 
tain and coach should be charged with re- 
sponsibility for the fair piay of their teams, 
and thcre should be an understanding that 
any man guilty of.an unfair tackle or bru- 
tality toward an opponent would be disquali- 
fied not merely for the game but for the 
season This is not too high a standard of 
honor for American college men. it is not 
impossible and the definite avowal of it would 
clear the air wonderfully. 

On the whole the game of football is not 
altogether good nor altogether bad. The 
reasonable course seems to be to regulat 
it, studying closely the causes of its evils oa 
remedying them, rather than to sacrifice it 
altogether.

Faculty and Students of Methodist School 
Indorse Stand Taken by Chancellor 
McCracken for Purer Game. 


The faculty and students of Northwestern 
university almost unanimously are in favor 
of the reforms proposed by Chancellor 
McCracken of New York university. Al- 
though the Methodist school has a repu- 
tation for clean athletics which compares 
well with that of any of its nefghbors, 
these in authority say there is more oppor- 
tunity for grafting and underhanded meth- 
ocs in this game than In the other branches 
of college sport. Twoof the purple men have 
heén permanently injured in the games of 
the last season, and this has @one much tu 
attract the attention of the faculty to the 
darker features of the game. 

Acting President Holgate said last night 
that he was heartily in favor of any reform 
in the rules of football which would eliminate 
the dangerous plays. He has been in com- 
munication with Counselor McCracken for 
some time on the subject. and states that 
the report which was sent -by the latter to 
President Roosevelt was the expressed sen- 
timent of many college presidents who have 
been working with the New York man. 


Reform Only Can Save Game. 

“If some means can be devised to make 
the game clean, and sane, @nd safe,” said 
Dr. Holgate, ‘“‘it may have some chance to 
survive. But it is becoming clear to all who. 
are on the inside that it cannot survive as 
a college sport unless these reforms are 
made immediately.”’ 

Dr. Frederic Wocdward, president of the 
athletic association of the university, believed 
that football was here to stay, but that it 
would inevitably undergo radical changes in 
the next few years. d 

‘‘I do not believe,” said

“The mere fact that a-score or so of men 
are killed annually in the game is of little 
consequence,’ said he, '‘ compared with the 
deadening effect that the game has on other 
branches of college sport. A very smali 
proportton of the men in the school are con- 
cerned with the gamé in any active Way, and 
all the others think that when they have 
paid their gate money and have yelled for 
their team, they are athletes. Any game that 
will discourage the bulk of the men in the 
school from taking active part in athletics 
is detrimental to the school.”’

That the commissioners have taken up the 
gubject of passenger rates without a hearing 
or preliminary investigation of any kind will 
be no more surprising to the railroade then 
it was to Gov. Deneen. 


Classification of Roads. 

Commissioners A. L. French and James 
Neville, both appointees of ex-Gov. Yates, 
were supposed to be working under the di- 
rection of Gov. Deneen, and he was surprised 
to discover that they passed on this im- 
portant matter without his knowledge and 
that rumors of the propesed action were al- 
lowed to leak out. 

The order as now written provides for 
graded fares, according to earning power per 
mile. Roads earning more than $3,000 net 
per mile may not charge more than 2 cents 
a mile for the first class passenger tickets. 
Roads earning $2,500 a mile may not charge 
more than 2% cents amile. Other roads may 
charge the full 3 cents now charged. 


_» . Although this radical action was taken by 


the commission without a hearing or inves- 
tigation, the subject of freight charges, 
which has been exhausted in the discussions 
and hearings of the last three years, is not 
decided at all. Im the order the reduction 
_to be made in freight charges is represented 
by a biank space. 
The commissioners have not decided the 
case which they had under consideration but

Action Opposed by Deneen. 

Gov. Deneen’s first knowledge of this action 
Om passenger rates came to him by way of 
gossip in Springfield. Then some arguments 
written by the commissioners and the briefs 
in the freight rate investigation were sent 
tohim. He has not found time to read them. 

“No investigation has been made of pas- 
genger rates,"’ he said. “* No complaint has 
been made. The state will not take this 
matter up of its own initiative at this time. 
What may be done later cannot be decided 
now, but if any action should be taken in re- 
gard to passenger rates it wil) be taken after 
an investigation—if I have any influence with 
the administration.”

+ Excuse of the Commissioners. 

The commissioners explain that a reduec- 
tion in the freight rates would be of littie 
importance to the average citizen of the state. 
it has been fought for by mercantile associ- 
ations and shippers In varicus cities and 
towns of the state. Many of these have beer 
satisfied and hushed up by the rallroade, but 
enough of them kept hammering away with 
their complaints during the last three years 
to carry the cage so far that now a reduction 
of some sort is a certainty. 

Aithough the com miesioners saw the neces- 
sity for making this reduction, they say they 
could not see where it could make any dif- 
ference to the average citizen of the sta‘e. 
To the big shipper with enormous freight 
bills the reduction Would mean something It 
Was the “‘common people “' whom the com- 
Missioners wanted to help. 

With intentions along this line they pro- 
posed to make the Illinois Central, the Chi- 
cago. and Alton. the Chicago, Rock Isiarnd, 
and Pacific. and a dozen other roads in the 
State substitute a 2 cent fare for a 8 cent 
fare, and make five or six other roads come 
down to 2% cents a mile. 


Hope for Ultimate Success. 
_ The commissioners further explained that 
the passenger rate section of the order would 
be stricken out, in all Ifkelihood, and that the 
Matter would be reached in ‘another way.

POLICE 20 TRAIL ODORS 


BREEZES FROM STOCKYARDS TO 
BE INVESTIGATED. 


Chief Collins, at Request of City 
Health Department, Orders Patrol- 
men to Note Direction of Any Of- 
fensive Winds and to Make Reports 
to Chief Sanitary Inspector P. L. 
Hedrick, Who Has Been Making an 
Inguiry Imto the Stenches. 


The odors from “ Bubbly creek "’ and other 
parts of the stockyards which for years 
have, unmolested, polluted the air of the 
city, have found a new foe. Chief Collins, 
at the request of the city health department, 
has declared war on the stenches and here- 
after any breeze which bears any taint of 
the cattle pens will be traced to its source 
and then reported to Chief Sanitary Inspect- 
or P. L. Hedrick. 

In addition to his other equipment the po- 
liceman will hereafter carry a compass and 
notebook. With these instruments the chief 
thinks the offensive odors can be eradicated. 
At least he,is willing to*try the experiment, 
and todayAhe crusade will begin. 

hd Breezes to Be Noted. 

It the “chief’s intention to have each 

patrolman take official notice of all breezes 


avout which there is the faintest suspicion 


of the cattle pens. If the patrolman dis- 
covers any “offensive breezes”’ he is to 
take out his compass and note book. With 
the compass the exact direction of the breeze 
is to be determined and a detailed account 
of the odor must be written in the note 


book.

order to the captains of the various police 
stations, ordering the crusade to be started. 

“ Have your men make a detailed account 
of each odor that comes to their attention,” 
the order reads. ‘‘ When possible the offi- 
cer will endeavor to determine the source of 
the odor. In all cases the volume of the 
odor will be noted, and the length of time 
it ig distinguishable.” 


Health Office Gets Results. 


The investigation of stenches is progressing 
rapidly, according to the weekly bulletin is- 
sued yesterday by the health department. 
Cattle cars in the stockyards have been 
cleaned by orders of the department and one 
malt drying plant has been dealt with sum- 
marily. The drying of sour malt in the plant 
at 46-48 Hawthorne avenue has been pro- 
hibited: 

“of the thirty-one rendering plants,” as- 
serts the bulletin, ‘‘all except two, except 
as to self-registering thermometers, have 
condensers properly installed for rendering 
and drying purposes in accordance with the 
city ordinances.

TANK BURSTS: ONE HORT. 


MRS. ANNIE NELSON, VICTIM OF 
UNUSUAL ACCIDENT. 


Compressed Air Reservoir, Directly 
Below Room in Which She Was Sit- 
ting, Explodes, Hurling Her to 
Floor and Crushing Bones in One of 
Her Feet—Is Hurried te Hospital— 
Mishap Occurs in Apartment Build- 
ing at 460 Dearborn Avenue. 


While sitting in a room of her apartment 
at 460 Dearborn avenue early last evening 
Mrs. Annie Neison was the victim of an un- 
usual accident. A® compressed air tank im- 
mediately below the floor of her room ex- 
ploded. Mrs. Nelson, who is 60 years of age, 
was thrown from her chair to the floor, and 
the bones of her feet and ankles were 
crushed. . 

The air tank was usedin connection with 
an elevator. It is in the basement, and Mrs. 
Nelson's apartment is on the ground floor. 
Almost the entire force of the explosion ap- 
parently was expended on the flooring of 
Mrs. Nelson’s room, which was wrecked. 

Slight damage was done to other parts of 
the building, which is a three story struc- 
ture. A few seams were opened in the walls 
andthe plaster was broken off in some rooms. 
The sound of the explosion was heard 
through the building and caused the tenants 
to rush out in alarm. Others In the sireet 
also heard the detonation and ran to tele- 
phone for the police. 

Woman Found Unconscious. 

When Lieut. Larkin came from the Chicago 
avenue station he found Mrs. Nelson lying 
unconscious on the floor. Two grandchil- 
dren who were in the room with her were 
uninjured. After Mrs. Nelson had been 
taken to the Lincoln Park hospital and given 
medical attention she was restored to con- 
sciousness and told of the accident. 

“TI was reading to my grandchildren at a 
little before 6 o'clock,”’ she said. ‘“ There 
was a loud rumbling noise under the ftoor, 
then I seemed to be lifted Into the air. I 
remember that I was thrown violently across 
the room, but that is the last I recali,’’ 


Cause of Explosion Unknown.

Some 
of us yterians and total abstainers 
all our lives nave found it hard to céme to 
this conclusion. The average man is going 
to drink, That is all there is to it. Let 
him drink in a decent and lawful manner, 
that is all we ask.” 


Approve of Canteen, but-—— 


This sentiment was applauded vigorously. 
That it was the sense of the great majority 
of the men present seemed-evident. Later, 
however, when a@ resolution was introduced 
that it was the sense of the meeting that 
the canteen be reéstablished in Fort Sheri- 
dan, and that the proper authorities in Wash- 
ington be notified of the fact, the army offi- 
cers present were seized with panic. They 
stampeded the man who made the motion, 
and it was withdrawn hastily. 

Then another motion, amounting to the 
same thing, was introduced. This was that 
Secretary of War Taft be notified that the 
citizens gf the three towns approved of the 
action of Col.;Whitall, commander at Fort 
Sheridan, in keeping the men out of High- 
wood and “ freezing out’ the saloons. Coll. 
Whitall objected to this being done asa body, 
but said the men could write private letters. 
This was urged after the meeting. 


Meeting to Cement Fighters. 


The meeting was an attempt to cement the 
fighting forces of the three towne in a long 
campaign against Highwood, the “ vice 
spot ’* of the north shore. Among the men 
present were Calvin Durand, I. P. Rumsey, 
Col. Whitall, Capt. M. A. Saville. the Rev. 
George E. Parisoe, E. G. Nally, E. C. Carr, 
David Jackson, and F. D. Everett. Four 
hundred and twenty-five dollars was raised 
to carry on the work. 

Mr. Everett was made chairman. Capt. 
Saville was the first speaker. He told of the 
desertions at the post, the gambling, and the 
bad whisky at Highwood.

Col. Whitall Explains His Order. 

Col. Whitall was called tothe platform. He 
came reluctantly. He told of the reasons that 
led him to issue the order that but two men 
in a company could go to Highwood on 
passes during one day. 

‘I wanted to stop the desertions,”’ he eaid. 
“They were getting so numerous that I was 
in fear an investigation would be ordered as 
to whether I was conducting the post prop- 
erly.

Attacks Lake County Officials. _ 

Justice of the Peace Gale of Highland Park 
then attacked Sheriff Powell of Lake county 
and State’s Attorney Hanna for not serving 
slot machine warrants and other warrants 
on charges of selling liquor to minors taken 
out against saloonkeepers. 

‘“‘ There is perjury at the call of the saloon- 
keepers,” he said. ‘‘ The mayor of Highwood 
violates the law and asks the city attorney to 
help him out of it.

Now Believe Man Was Slain. 

. Investigation of the supposed suicide of 
an unidentified man whose body was found 
in a ditch two miles west of Blue Island 
Saturday afternoon has brought to light 
many puzzling features of the case, leading 
the police to believe that the man was mur- 
dered. The body of the man, who was about 
24 years old, was found about 100 feet from 
a bonely spot on Burr Oaks road, southwest 
of Blue Island. A bullet wound in the right 
temple had caused the man’s death, but the 
revolver from which the shot had evidently 
been fired was found lying beneath the body 
mear the left hand, two shots having been 
fired from it. 

“This fact, together with the absence of 
any powder marks, which would certainly 
be present if the man had committed suicide, 
point to a murder,” said Dr. C, A. Seyfarth, 
who made an examination of the body in 
the afternoon. ‘“* The bullet must nave been 
fired from a distance of at least ten feet, and 
this would have been impossible for the man 
to do himself.’’ 

The body is that of a man 5 feet 9 inches 
tall, weight 140 pounds, curly hair, and small 
feet. The man’s hands were soft. In the 
pockets of the coat were found a worn bible, 
a Swiss watch, and $3.49. 

Every mark of identification had been re- 
moved from the clothing, nothing being 
overlooked but a union label on the inner 
lining of his coat, which bore the number 
9,611,912. The label is that of the United 
Garment Workers’ union, only one of which 
is given to each tailor. The secretary of the 
union will be visited by the police today, and 
the tailor who made the suit will be found.

Mutiny Deliberately Planned. 


There is every evidence that the mutiny 
was dediberately and perfectly planned by the 
social revolutionaries, who have been push- 
ing their propaganda with great energy since 
the St. Petersburg strike was organized to 
save the Cronstadt mutineers. 

On Friday eight sailors at the barracks 
seized, disarmed, and expelled their officers. 
They then assembled a great meeting. Rear 
Admiral Pisarevski, commander of the prac- 
tice squadron, supported by a company from 
the Brest regiment, went to the meeting, and 
when it refused to disperse ordered the troops 
to fire. Instead of shooting the mutineers, 
however, two shots rang out and Capt. Stein 
of the company fell dead and Rear Admiral 
Pisarevski received a ball in his shoulder. 
During the night the sailors, with the aid of 
the social democrat leaders, having learned 
a lesson from the less prudent mutineers at 
Cronstadt, elected officers and decided upon 
a program, pledging themselves not only not 
to pillage, kill, or drink vodka, but to take 
measures to prevent rowdyism. 


Surrender to Mutineers. 


This morning (Saturday) they were joineé 
by the workmen of the port and at 11 o’clock, 
in complete order, the*sailors carrying «he 
banner of St. George and the workmen red 


regiment. The officers of the regiment 
threatened to fire upon the mutineers, but 
Gen. Neplueff, a colonel, and five other offi- 
cers surrendered and were sent under escort 
to the marine prison.

In the afternoon the satlors from the bar- 
racks signaled their comrades aboard the 
warships to join them and also sent a depu- 
tation to Vice Admiral Chouknin, requesting 
him to come to the sailors’ barracks and hear 
their grievances. But the admiral in a short 
speech, in which he pointed out the mad- 
ness and criminality of their actions and the 
dreadful penalties to which ,they had sub- 
jected themselves, declined to accede to the 
request. 
The sailors thus far have comported them- 
selves well. The city is panic stricken and 
the inhabitants are fleeing. This evening 
the mutineers stopped the trains in order 
té prevent the arrival of troops. 


ADMIRALTY DENIES CONFLICT. 
ST PETERSBURG, Nov. 27, 1:30 a. m— 
The admiralty announced at midnight that 
the reports received up to that hour showed 
there had been no conflict at Sevastopol yes- 
terday. So far as the official knew, the crews 
of the Black sea fleet were still loyal, But 
beyond that no information was vouchsafed. 
It is not known whether the troops which 
were ordered to proceed from Sjmferopol 
have arrived at Sevastopol. 

The sallors who mutinied number about 
4,000 and belong to various equipages from 
the twenty-eighth to the thirty-sixth. In- 
cluding the sailors on board the ships, there 
were about 8,000 \in Sevastopol when the 
mutiny occurred. ‘The troops in the gar- 
rison corisisted of the Brest and Bic'ostok 
regiments, with two battalHons of artillery 
and one battalion of fortress artillery. 
There is a strong impression here that in- 
telligent leaders are at the head of the move- 
ment. It is evident, also, that the sailors 
at Cronstadt have had underground informa- 
tion of what was happening at Sevastopol, 
because Saturday morning, before the news 
was known in St. Petersburg, reports of the 
mutiny were freely circulated at Cronstadt. 
In the event of the sailors of Vice Admiral 
Chouknin’s ships remaining loyal, they will 
coiperaie with the troops of the Seventh 
corps from Simferopol. The problem of hem- 
ming inthe mutineers and subduing the revolt 
is stated by naval officers to be comparativ ely 
easy. The marine barracks lie at the ex- 
tremity of a narrow tongue of land jutting 
out bet ween the southern roadstead and what 
is known as the “ ships’ bay.”

Tho investigating committee 
did not accept Mr. McCurdy’s offer to cut 
his salary in half, because such acceptance 
would have pledged them to a continuance 
of the McCurdy régime. 

Following the retirement of President Mc- 
Curdy, his son, Robert H. McCurdy, general] 
manager of the Mutual, and his son-in-law, 
Louis A. Thebaud, favored general agent In 
New York, it is reported, have resigned. 
Bach of these three men has been drawing 
approximately $150,000 a year salaries and 
eommissions from the company, besides in- 
direct profits on financial transactions with 
Mutual money. 

A tentative offer as head of the company 
was made by James B. Forgan, president of 
the First National bank of Chicago, who 
once was an Equitable director. Mr. Forgan 
declined to consider the offer.

nitroglycerin to the convicts who made a 
desperate effort to escape last Friday, after 
killing two guards. The St. Louis man is un- 
der observation.

He said the plot to 
escape was formed a month ago, when Con- 
viet Vaughn told Convicts Ryan, B'ecke, 
and Raymond that he had a large quantity 
of nitroglycerin stored in the shoe factory, 
enough to blow a hole in the wall of the peni- 
tentiary. He wanted Raymond to go along 
because he once was a locomotive engineer, 
and a dash to the railroad and the seizure of 
an engine was part of his plan of escape. 

Not till the day and hour of the escapes, 
however, did Vaughn reveal the fact that he 
had pistols and cartridges hidden with the 
nitroglycerin. Then at the last moment he

of the federal system of government, none 
of its executive officers are elected. Judicial 
officers in particular have life positions, and 
hence do not hesitate to execute any law 
which may be brought to their attention. For 
this reason federal laws are always more 
strictly followed than statutes enacted in 
states, 

A corrupt practices act such as that sug- 
gested by Mr. Belmont, modeled upon the 
famous English law, which seems to work 
s0 well on the other side of the water, could 
be made without much difficulty a model for 
similar legislation in the states. Something 
like fifteen states already have adopted laws 
of similar character, but most of them were 
loosely drawn, probably intentionally, and 
candidates and political committees have 
found it comparatively easy to evade prose- 
cutions. Virginia, Massachusetts, Michigan, 

and California all have passed drastic laws, 
Mut in most cases they do not seem to have 
resulted in such a complete reform in elec- 
tion practices as their authors have an- 
ticipated. 


Some States on Record. 

Several of the states, notably Tennessee, 
Nebraska, and Florida, actually have gone 
so far as to adopt provisions by which they 
prohibit the use of contributions received 
from any corporations. This is the thing 
aimed at by Postmaster General Cortelyou. 
He was chairman of the republican national 
committee, of course, and in that capacity 
not only received but probably solicited con- 
tributions from all sorts of corporations, in- 
cluding the insurance companies now under 
investigation. He followed a custom which 
was universal in-all national elections, an: 
which has been followed by all political par- 
ties. Corporations and business houses which 
wanted the tariff lowered have contributed 
to the democratic funds year after year. 
Others whose personal interest was in the 
direction of high protection uniformly have 
paid more to the republican fund. In each 
case the money went to back up an opinion 
as to a matter of public policy in which the 
conthibutors were vitally interested. 

In the memorable election of 1896 the insur- 
ance companies, banks, railroads, and great 
corporations wrote large checks freely for 
thea McKinley campaign funds, not by any 
means to secure protection but merely to in- 
sure continuance permanently of the goid 
standard, which meant so much to their in- 
vestments. In all these cases the contribu- 
tion was perfectly legitimate from one point 
of view, and Mr. Hanna, like Mr. Cortelyou, 
believed that he was perfectly justified in 
receiving and expending money taken from 
such sources. 


Believe Congress Will Act. 

In the last national campaign there was 
less justification for this point of view. 
The insurance companies and other corpora- 
tions were appealed to on the ground that 
the democratic convention at St. Louis spe- 
cifically had refused to adopt a gold stan- 
dard plank. Almost every one knew that

AUTOPSY ON MIDDY’S BODY 
GIVES “EVIDENCE DESIRED.” 


Officials Connected with Meriwether 
Court Martial Pleased with Result of 
Examination of Branch’s Body. 


Annapolis, Md., Nov. 26.—The body of Mid- 
shipman James R. Branch Jr., who died Novy. 
7 after a fist fight with Midshipman Minvor 
Meriwether, was disinterred today and an 
autopsy held by a board of naval medical of- 
ficers. Those who made the autopsy will be 
able to describe the condition of Midshipman 
nt heart and other organs prior to the 

ght. 

They were bound to secrecy as to their dia- 
coveries until their evidence is given before 
the court martial. Surgeon J. C. Byrnes, 
ranking officer of the autopsy board, said: 
“The body was in condition to furnish such 
evidence as was desired.”’ 

The autopsy was .conducted in a tent 
erected in the naval cemetery near the grave 
of young Branch, but some of the organs 
were taken to the naval hospital for more 
minute examination. The work of the med- 
ical men lasted until late this afternoon, and 
at its conclusion the body was reinterred. 

That the examination was not made at 
the time of Branch’s death was due to the 
objections of his parents. Meriwether’s 
counsel, however, have indicated that one of 
their lines of defense will rest upon a poa- 
sible doubt as to Branch’s death having re- 
sulted from injuries received in the fight 
with Meriwether. 

In the course of the trial mention has been 
made of a midshipman who passed the physi- 
cal examination, but two weeks after being 
admitted to the naval deademy died of an 
embolism caused by vegetation formed in 
the heart or the blood vessels near it and 
carried thence to the brain.

RATE HOSTILITY 
IS FADING AWAY. 


President - Roosevelt’s Firm 
Stand Knocks Out Rail- 
road Supporters. 


GAINS IN THE SENATE. 


Democratic Senators Ready to Fall 
Into Line—Elkins Sees De- 
feat Ahead. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 26.—[Special. ]— 
Senator Elkins, chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on interstate commerce, followed 
Senator Aldrich to New York last night. It 
is expected that the two will consult with 
railroad friends and will tell them that the 
president will accept no compromise and that 
the sentiment of the country is insistent for 
legislation permitting the government to fix 
rates, 

When the committee reassembles on Tues- 
day it is predicted that more of a disposition 
will be shown to reach an agreement on e? 
proposition containing the principles for 
which the president is contending. 

Mr. Roosevelt has put his foot down strong- 
ly on the Foraker measure. He has let it be- 
come known emphatically that he would not 
accept it in whole or in part, nor consider it 
as a basis for compromise. 

Able constitutional lawyers who are among 
his immediate advisers declared that the bill 
conferred rate making powers on the courts, 
which projected into the future, and it there- 
fore could be declared unconstitutional by the 
United States Supreme court, which had held 
that the power to make rates was a legisla- 
tive, not a judicial, function. 


Think It’ll Stand Test. 


Senator Foraker and other friends of his 
bill have expressed their willingness to have 
it subjected to the constitutional tests. They 
point out that the bill does not propose to 
confer the power to make rates on the courts, 
but merely provides that the courts, on 
proper showing, shall exercise an equitable 
jurisdiction to enjoin the collection of all 
above a reasonable rate. 

But the effect of the president’s positive 
stand and other conditions served to discon- 
cert some of the opponents of his policy in 
committee, and just now they are less hope- 
ful of favorable legislation than they have 


“been at any time since the rate fight was 


opened. The conditions which have inter- 
vened may be enumerated as follows: 

1. The reported attitude of the presidents 
of two great railroad systems, Mr. Mellen of 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford and 
Mr. Cassatt of the Pennsylvania, both of 
whom, it is stated on reliable authority, have 
expressed an unwillingness to oppose the 
president’s wishes, even if they had to ac- 
quiesce in the proposal to confer rate making 
powers on the government.

_ Has the time come for some advance step 
by American cities to free themselves from

enthusiasm has carried him away—that he 
believes what he earnestly wishes to believe 
and does not impartially survey the scene 
before him.

A few plants which have been peculiarly 
offensive have been reformed. But to a 
person looking over the entire field Chicago 
seems to be about as smoky as it ever was. 
The chief sources of smoke have not been 
sealed up, even in part. The locomotives, 
tugs, and propellers continue to be incessant 
offenders. The plants.of the manufacturers 
are perniciously active. ‘The president of 
the Commercial club said that if the 150 
chimneys and stacks controlled by its mem- 
bers and those of the Merchants’ club “ may 
be kept from smoking no other argumeny 
will be needed to convince the owner of an 
offending stack that smoke is not a neces- 
sity.”” The inference is that the owners of 
the 150 stacks and chimneys have not all 
been touched by the spirit of reform? 

Mr. MacVeagh is not in the habit of speak- 
ing rashly. He usually has facts to back 
up his opinions. The public would be de- 
lighted to have the evidence he relies on to 
support his statement that “‘ dense smoke is 
already, in part, a thing of the past.”” His 
bill of particulars may be so strong as to 
convince them that their eyes are playing 
them false. They think they see dense 
clouds of smoke from sunrise until sunset 
on every working day.

The castle is a grand old place on the slopes 
of Etna, and was built some thousand years 
ago by the Greek Gen. Maniaces, who, with 
Harold Hardrader and the latter’s North- 
men, drove the Saracens from all that part 
of the island. It was occupied for a time 
by William II., grandson of the great King 
Roger of Sicily, from whom nearly every 
reigning house of the old world is descended, 
and it was there that his mother, Queef Mar- 
guerite, founded a monastery in 1174 for the 
preservation of a sacred painting brought 
back by one of the nobles of Constantine the 
Great from Constantinople, and which, rep- 
resenting the Virgin and Child, was alleged 
to have been painted by St. Luke. The pic- 
ture, which the present duke of Bronte found 
in the castle, hangs over the altar in the ad- 
jacent church. It is crudely drawn and paint- 
ed, the infant Jesus having a distinctly ori- 
ental appearance and a dark, copper colored 
complexion. 

At the time when the castle of Maniace, the 
monastery, and the lande and vineyards were 
bestowed by King Ferdinand upon Lord Nel- 
son, along with an annuity of $20,000 a year, 
the place was in a shocking condition of re- 
pair, and remained so until it pas#ed into the 
possession of~ the late Lord Bridport as 
grandnephew of Lord Nelson in 1868. At 
that time no member of the famiiy had vis- 
ited it for forty years. Lord Bridport, how- 
ever, took the estate in hand, spent a con- 
siderable sum .of money in restoring the cas- 
tle and the monastery buildings, and in de- 
veloping the property, turning over the en- 
tire management thereof in 1876 to his third 
son, Alexander Nelson Hood, the present 
duke’ of Bronte. 

Today the castle has been converted into. 
a most commodious and even luxurious abode 
crammed almost from cellar to roof with 
Nelson relics. The entire estate, which is 
of vast extent, is known as Bronte, taking 
its name from the rumbling of the volcano 
on the slopes of which it is situated. - For 
Bronte means thunder. 

The duke, I may add, was a gentleman~in- 
waiting to Queen Victoria and controller 
of the household of the late duchess of Teck, 
mother of the princess of Wales. He is a 
novelist, an engineer, and has been decorated 
by the king of Italy with the order of the 
Crown for his: services to Italian agriculture.

Alfred Reisenauer, the German pianist, can 
be one of the most delightful wf recital givers; 
he also can be one of the most irritating. 
The possessor of broad musical culture and 
of a technic which includes among its many 
merits a tone of a singing power and beauty 
such as is but rarely displayed by any of 
his fellow artists, he is qualified not only to 


satisfy the mind but to charm the ear by

Sea Level Cheapest in Long Run. 

The sixty foot level costs $30,000,000 more, 
but it will enable a swifter passage for ves- 
sela because of the reduction in the number 
of lwcksa. 

The sea level canal, it appears, has only one 
lock, and that will not cause any delay what- 
ever, according to the consulting engineers. 
It will cost by the estimates $80,000,000 more 
than the eighty-five foot level, and $50,000,000 
more than the sixty foot level. 

But if congress will take into consideration 
an element of cost to which attention has 
been invited by the advocates of the sea 
level type, it will find that the lock canals 
are almost as costly as the sea level water- 
way. In the operation of lock canals large 
areas will be flooded, and the overflow will 
go beyond the limits of the canal zone into 
the territory of the republic of Panama. 
Along both sides of the canal zone are large 
banana plantations and villages, and their 
owners and residents will want compensa- 
tion for the damage which they will sustain. 

Under the treaty between the United States 
and the republic of Panama, the former has 
the right to acquire by purchase any addi- 
tional land it may need for the construction 
and operation ofthecanal. It would not seem 
that the cost of land in Panama was high, 
but there isa a @isposition there as elsewhere 
to hold up the United States.

Extra Land Will Cost $50,000,000. 

It was estimated today that to buy land 
needed in case a lock canal is built this 
government will have to disburse in the 
‘neighborhood of $50,000,000. In addition to 
this sum there igs the expense which would 
arise from the necessity of fortifying every 
lock. 

“If the American people will take these 
facts into consideration,’ said one of the 
foreign engineers today, “ they will come to 
the conclusion, as we have, that a lock canal 
is about as costly as one built at the level 
of the sea. The advantages of the latter, 
when completed, over the former are so 
great that I need not describe them to you. 

** There is one advantage upon which stress 
should be laid, however, and that is that 
the cost of operation of a sea level canal is 
s0 much less than that of a lock canal. In 
the sea level plan which we propose there 
is only one tidal lock. In the sixty foot 
level plan there are five and the eighty-five 
foot level six locks. A force of men would 
have to be stationed at each lock. The locks 
would be in need of constant repair and su- 
pervision and you would find that expense of 
operation would be an important item.”’

Measured by results it is even more bloody 
and inhuman than they are. Before the 
opening of the next season word should go 
out from the authorities of every educational 
institution that football either must cease 
to be brutal or must cease to be played. 


BEER AND DUMPLINGS. 

The Rev. James A. Barnes of Cleveland, 
O., declared in a recent sermon that a disor- 
dered stomach is not conducive to good 
thoughts. No rational objection can be 
made to this statement. A disordered stom- 
ach is not conducive to good thoughts, good 
intentions, or good works. No class of pro- 
fessional men is better qualified than the 
clergy to testify to the truth of the state- 
ment because of their sedentary habits, since 
parish visitation has gone out of vogue, and 
their lack of exercise. Whatever is repel- 
lent in theology is probably largely due 
originally to disordered stomachs. The 
whole science of theology would undoubted- 
ly be brighter, healthier, and more cheerful 
if its followers had wéll ordered stomachs.

OUTING FOR STAGG'S MBN, 


OVERTRAINING IS DREAD OF MA- 
ROON COACH AT PRESENT. 


Midway Eleven Spends Sunday at On- 
wentsia Golf Club in Search of 
Sleep and Fresh Air—Only Lightest 
Kind of Practice Will Be Given the 
Players Between Now and Thanks- 
siving Day Battle, for Which They 
Are on Edge. 


Coach Stagg spent yesterday with his 
maroons, enjoying d change of atmosphere 
and scene. After the vaudeville show Satur- 


day night the Midway coach and the players | 


took a train to Lake Forest and spent the 
night at the Onwentsia Golf club. In the 
morning the players loafed about the club- 
house veranda, and at the noon hour ate a 
tu:key dinner. In the afternoon Stagg or- 
dered carriages and took a trip across coun- 
try and back. 

Early this morning the team will return to 
the Midway and delve into school books until 
practice time. It is probable another ex- 
cursion into the country will be made this 
afternoon, although Stagg keeps the place of 
destination a secret, Tomorrow the program 
will be similar, but on Wednesday the team 
will stay at home and practice. 

Lack of sleep and general nervousness are 
declared to be the reason for the excursions 
of the maroons. Many of the men have been 
unable to sleep the regulation training num- 
ber of hours. AN are reported to be strong in 
the matter of appetites, as testified to by the 
steward of the Onwentsia club yesterday. 

Nothing but the lightest kind of work re- 
mains in the concluding days of the cam- 
paign. There will be no scrimmages or bruis- 
ing play of any kind, and the team will go 
on the fleld Thanksgiving day in the pink of 
condition. De Tray is the only man on the 
squad who is on the hospital list, and he will 
not play. Hill’s ankle is again in good shape, 
and Catlin has completely recovered. Meigs’ 
knee is strong, and Parry declares he is on 
edge. In fact, few maroon teams have been 
on as fine an edge as the 1905 team is at 
present, 

Stagg apparently is satisfied with the ma- 
roon defense. He quit work on bracing it last 
Friday. On Saturday the entire practice was 
given over to polishing the offense. This will 
be the program for today, tomorrow, and 
Wednesday. 

There were no developments in the Boone 
case yesterday. The big fellow accompanied 
the team to Lake Forest and inspired new 
confidence in the eleven. He will be practiced 
in the regular lineup today at his old place 
at right half. Walker will be at left half. 
It will be known probably by tomorrow if he 
will be able to play on Thanksgiving day. 


“WORK HARD.” COMMANDS YOST 


Says Condition of Team Will Permit 
Plenty of Scrimmaging—Weeks 
Is Disqualified. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Nov. 26.—[Special.]—*' Work 
hard ’’ will be the cry In the Wolverine camp in 
the two days left before the Michigan eleven 
leaves for Chicago. Fierce scrimmaging wil! be 
indulged in at both Monday and Tuesday prac- 
tices 

** We came out of the Oberlin game in such 
good shape we can afford to do hard work right 
up to the day before the big battle,’’ said Coach 
Yost tonight. ‘* Saturday’s game was only prac- 
tice, and not stiff practice at that. Though the 
team worked swiftly, there was a good deal of 
ragged play, and aitogether too much fumbling. 
I am almost despairing of correcting that fum- 
bling habit. 

“I have no kick coming, however. The men 
are in good shape, willing to work hard, anxious 
to get into the final game. I could not muster 
tears in my eyes if I tried, for the truth is the 
squad is made up of a splendid lot of players.’’

HAVE PLENTY OF HORSES. 


BOTH TRACKS ARE READY FOR 
TURF WAR AT NEW ORLEANS. 


Tarfmen Look Upon Controversy as 
Their Opportanity, and Expect to 
Reap the Benefit of the Rivalry— 
Programs at Both Courses Are Much 
Alike—Little Immediate Prospect of 
Peace, Although It May Come at. 
First of the Year. 


New Orleans, La., Nov. 26.—[Special.}—The 
clash between the Crescent City Jockey club 
and the New Orleans Jockey club is inevit- 
able, Both sides exchanged compliments to- 
day in the way of signed statements. The 
owners of the new track are placing much 
stress on the fact that their stock is largely 
owned by local people. 

Horsemen who have gathered here in large 
numbers accept the situation complacently. 
They are not inclined to take any part in the 
fight, but are looking forward serenely to 
the prospect of gathering in a good share of 
the war fund. Commencing next Thursday 
there will be six large races, including 2 
handicap, every day at the model plant out 
behind City park, and the same layout at 
the more adjacent and more easily accessible 
Fair Grounds. 

As things look now, an agreement to divide 
dates would be almost calamitous to the 
horsemen, who have assembled here in num- 
bers sufficient to keep a dozen racetracks 
going. It is estimated there are already on 
the grounds 2,500 runners, fairly divided be- 
tween the tracks. 

Secretary Nathanson of the Crescent City 
club and Secretary Kuhl of the New Orleans 
club declare their stable capacity is over- 
taxed, and they are both skirmishing on the 
outside of the grounds for accommodations 
for horses that are coming in on every train. 

Everybody seems to realize the present 
condition of affairs is impossible and that 
some means may be devised before the end 
of the year to bring the rival bodies to- 
gether. It appears to be merely a a of 

ride. 

Today’s arrivals included six amen from 
Nashville, most of them consigned ‘to City 
park. At the close of the meeting at Ben- 
nings a swarm is expected from that point 
at the Fair Grounds. 

The stake lists at both tracks run parallel. 
Mr. Kuhl has arranged something to offset 
Mr. Nathanson’s inaugural handicap, which 
is old enough now to have become classic.

Jew and Pilgrim Equals. 

The equality of the Jew and the Pilgrimas 

citizens of the American republic was the 

theme of addresses made by Dr. Emil G. 
Hirsch and Judge Julian W. Mack at Sinai 
temple in honor of the 250th anniversary of 
the first landing of the Jews at New Amster- 
dam. Judge Mack declared that the United 
States should maintain an open door policy 
to Jews who desired to come here to secure 
freedom. 

Dr. Hirsch praised the Jews for their pro- 
gressive spirit and true citizenship, and se- 
werely criticised the impractical religious 
jdeas of the times. He also scored the insur- 
ance companies which have been placed on 
the grill in New York. 

“This anniversary which we are celebrat- 
ing today betokens the unity of the Jew and 
the American,”’ began Dr. Hirsch. The Jew- 
ish spirit is exponential of the American spirt, 
and the American spirit is but the echo of 
the spiritual intonations running through the 
ideas of Judaism. The Puritans’ principles 
came from the Old Testament. They were 
narrow, but they were strong. The same 
spirit came to Manhattan with the Jews 250 
years ago.”’ 

Model Charitable Institutions. 

Judge Mack said the Jews were ready al- 
ways to do their duty toward any charitable 
undertaking,-whether Jewish or otherwise. 

“The Jewish ideas of- charity and char- 
ftable institutions.”’ he said, *‘ have been a 
model for others to follow. 

“In politics the Jew is false to himself if 
he votes for a Jew just through race preju- 
dice. 1 would proclaim to politicians that 
there is no Jewish vote, so called. We are 
all equal. I hope that if the Russian Jews 
desire to find a refuge in America we will 
receive them gladly.’ 

Prof. Nathaniel Schmidt of Cornell uni- 
versity, lectured before the Society of Ethi- 
cal culture, Steinway hall, on Jewish Zion- 
ism. ‘‘ The emigration of Jews to Pales- 
tine,”’ he said. ‘‘is progressing rapidly, be- 
cause of the persecution of Jews in many 

lands.”’
